Cut  the  top  back  to  about  10  inches  above  the 
ground,  and  plant  with  the  union  just  below  the  surface  of  soil.  In  late  fall,  hill  the  soil  up  6  to  8 
inches  around  the  plant  and  cover  it  lightly  with  straw  manure  in  the  winter.  Plant  Baby  Ramblers 
about  18  inches  apart;  Hybrid  Tea  and  Hybrid  Perpetual  Roses  about  2  feet  apart;  Climbing  Roses, 
4  to  6  feet  apart.  For  mildew  and  black-spot,  use  Bordeaux  Mixture;  for  chewing  insects,  use  Black 
Leaf  40  or  Arsenate  of  Lead.
